REPORT. 


Bartimore, March 11th, 1846. 
Dear Braorwer Lercer: 


As 1 am about to leave home for some months and may not return before next 
Synod, I send you the following official acts : 

1. The Presi lent reports that in the month of November last, the Rev. J. A. 
Brown, licentiate of this Synod, took the pastoral charge of Luther a i Balti- 
more, where he has since been laboring with encouraging success. 

2. In November, he received a petition from several brethren of our own and the 
Synod of Alleghany, to grant ad interim license to Mr. G. Butler. The President 
felt it his duty to refuse this petition, not from any personal objections to Mr. Butler ; 
bat from the fact that the Ministerium itself (the proper power to grant license,) had 
but a month before refused to license him. It is due to state that the refusal of the 
Ministerium was not grounded on his incompetency, either educational or moral, but 
merely on the fact that he was not present at the mesting of Synod, and did not un- 
dergo the usual examination. ——___ 

3. On the 18th of December, he received a letter from the Rev. P. Willard, in- 
forming him of his removal to the charge in Loudon county, Va. 

4. Jan’y Ist, he received a letter from Rev. Mr. Willard, requesting him to appoint 
a committee to install him in his new charge. The cOrimittee was appointed, but 
two of them declined the appointment, giving as their reasons, the inclemency of the 
weather, and pressing pastoral duties at home. The President has never heard 
whether Mr. Willard has been installed. JOHN G. MORRIS. 


Ministerial Changes. 


From the Observer of March 20th, we learned that the Rev. J. Winter, of Clear- 
spring, accepted a call from the congregation at Martinsburg, Va. 
From the Observer some time in May, we also learned that the Rev. C. Reimen- 
snyder, of Lane Seminary, Ohio, took charge of the Evangelical Lutheran congre- 
gations in and near Westminister, Carroll county, Md. ) 
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In the month of May, during our absence to the State of Ohio, a letter was re- 
ceived from brother Emerick, a licentiate of this body, informing us that he had lo- 
cated in Woodstock, Ulster county, N. Y., and in the bounds of the Hartwick Synod, 
and consequently wished a letter of dismission from us, so as to be able to unite with 
the latter body. A letter of dismission was sent by my substitute, but I do not know 
whether it was received in time for the meeting of Synod or not. 

On the 9th of June, we received a communication from Rev. Dr. Muller, Wash- 
ington, D. C., informing us of his withdrawal from and resignation of the ministry 
of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Maryland and of the United States. Not 
having received any information of this singular and sudden procedure of Dr. Mul- 
ler, we immediately wrote to Dr. Schwartz, of Washington, for information. 

Two days after the date of our letter and before we had received an answer from 
Dr. Schwartz, we received a joint communication of Rev. Mr. Seiss, of Virginia, 
Smith and Heisely, of Baltimore, informing us of the mournful facts in the case. — 

Having then something tangible upon which to act, we immediately appointed a 
committee, as the constitution requires, to proceed to Washington, on the 17th of 
June, to investigate and adjust the difficulty so far as they would be able. The mem- 
bers of the committee were Rev. Prof. Baugher, Rev. Messrs. Harkey and Conrad. 

June 22d, we received a letter from brother Conrad, giving us the resolution passed 
in Washington, D. C., in reference to Dr. Muller. This resolution was published in 
the Observer the following week. The committee will doubtless be able to report to 
_ the Ministerium to which body this mournful affair especially belongs. — 

October 5th, we received a letter from Rev. Mr. Hunt, of Boonsboro’, apprising 
us of his resignation of the congregation at Boonsboro’, with the view of giving that 
congregation the privilege of uniting with one of the congregations of the Middle- 
town charge, and thus form a new pastoral district. This contemplated charge will 
be brought before Synod, at the proper time for Synodical action. 


Installation. 


In the month of August, we received a letter from the Rev. C. Reimensnyder, de- 
siring us to appoint a committee to install him in his charge at Westminster. The 
committee was appointed but we have not heard as yet whether they have attended 
to this duty. 


Vacancies. 


The only vacancy with which we are acquainted, is St. Paul’s church, Washing- 
ton, which we trust Synod will take some meagures speedily to supply. 


Miscellaneous. 


In reference to a resolution of last year, making it the duty of the Secretary to 
send two copies of our minutes to the different Secretaries of the various Synods of 
the United States, we report that we have attended to that duty, so far as we were 
able to learn who the Secretaries were. 

In conclusion, we would remark that there will be a vacancy in the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Theological Seminary at Gettysburg, Pa. This vacancy should be 
supplied by the election of another at this Synod. May the peace and blessing of 
God attend all our deliberations. C. LEPLEY, Acting President.

The Rev. J. P. Cline, delegate to the Synod of Virginia, reported 
that he was not able to attend the meeting of theabove body ; but that 
he wrote to the President informing him of his necessary absence. 

Rev. Dr. B. Kurtz, delegate to the Synod of East Pennsylvania, 
stated that in consequence of being absent from the United States at 
the time of the meeting of the above mentioned Synod, it was impossi- 
ble for him to attend. 

Rev. John Heck, delegate to the Synod of West Pennsylvania, re- 
ported that he was kindly and cordially received; and that the cor- 


_ Fespondence, which had previously existed, between this body and the 


Synod of West Pennsylvania, but which had been temporarily dis- 
continued, would be resumed.

This committee, as announced by the Chair, consist of the Rev. 
Drs. Kurtz and Morris, Rev. Prof. Hay, and the Rev. Messrs. Win- 
ter and Harkey. 

The following resolution, offered by the Rev. Dr. Kurtz, was adopted: 

VII. Resolved, That a committee of seven persons be appointed by 
the Chair to propose such action as may be deemed proper, in refer- 
ence to the Evangelical Alliance, recently fotmed in London, for the 
promotion of union in the Church of God. 

The chair announced as this committee, the Rev. Drs. Kurtz and 
Morris, the Rev. Messrs. Startzman and Wachter, and Messrs. Byers, 
Houck, and O’ Neil. 

The Rev. James A. Brown, a licentiate of this Synod, having pre- 
sented his papers, they were referred by the chair to the following com- 
mittee: Rev. Prof. Baugher, Rev. Messrs. Culler and Krauth. 

Committee No. 3, presented through their chairman, the Rev. Dr. 
Morris, the following report : - 


The committee to whom was referred the Catalogue of the Officers and Students 
in Pennsylvania College, Gettysburg, report, 
That whilst they do not regard the document as an ecclesiastical one, properly 
speaking, yet as this institution is under the control of our church, and as we natu- 
tally look to it as the literary nursery of most of our young men, who are destined 
for the ministry, we therefore think that it is proper for this Synod to take some no- 
tice of it. 

The committce are gratified in being able to state that the institution is growing 
in public favor every year, and may now be regarded as permanently established.— 
During the present year there were connected with it and on the ground, 193 stu- 

dents; 74 of whom were in the college proper ; 11 pursuing a partial course ; and 108 
i in the preparatory department. We are much pleased to learn from the names of 
the students, that most of them are of German origin, showing that our people ap- 
preciate the benefits of collegiate education more than ever, and prefer this institu- 
tion above others in our country. 

Its financial affairs are in a prosperous condition, the whole debt being only $350, 
which will probably be increased to $1000 this year, in consequence of the new build- 
ing, now in the course of erection. 

The committee would recommend the following resolution : 

Resolved, That having the fullest confidence in the literary and moral qualifica- 
tions of the officers of Pennsylvania College, and believing that this institution emi- 
nently deserves the support of our church, as well as of the public generally, we 
therefore earnestly recommend it to the patronage of our people, and to all others 
who intend to give their sons a collegiate education. JOHN G. MORRIS,

In reference to the Church at Washington, D. C., we offer the following : 
1X. Resolved, That the case of this congregation be commended to the executive 
committee of the Home Missionary Society, and that they be desired to extend to them 
such aid as may be deemed adequate to enable them to settle a Pastor among them. 
In reference to the Boonsboro’ case, we propose the following : 
X. Resolved, That a committee of two ministers and two laymen be appointed to 
investigate the matter and report to Synod before its adjournment.

In conformity tothe above resolution, the chair announced the Rev. 


Messrs. J. P. Cline, and 8. Sentman, and Messrs. O’Neil and Buckey, 
as the committee. 


The committee on the Evangelical Alliance submitted through their 
chairman, the Rev. B. Kurtz, D. D., the following report, which was 
accepted and adopted paragraph after paragraph. 


The committee appointed to propose such action as might be deemed proper, on 
the part of this Synod, in regard to the ‘Evangelical Alliance” recently formed in 
London, for the promotion of Union and more harmonious co-operation in the churgh 
of God on earth, beg leave to report : 

1. That we heartily approve of the great design of the Alliance, and of the glori- 
ous objects contemplated in its organization, and exceedingly rejoice and thank God 
for the spirit of love and brother!y kindness which so signally characterized all its 
proceedings. 

2. We hail, with feelings of delight, and with enlarged prospects of success to the 
cause of Gospel truth and practical Christianity, the formation of said Alliance, com- 
posed as it was of representatives from some twenty or more evangelic denominations 
from alinost every part of the Christian world. We regard it as a mighty fact,—as 
a glorious achievement in the annals of the church of God, whose design has its pri- 
mary and true origin in the predictions of God’s Prophets of old, in the reiterated 
teachings of Jesus Christ, the Great and only Head of the Church, in the oft-repeated 
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admonitions of his Apostles, and in the example of the church in her purest and most 
prosperous period. 

3. While we thus entirely sanction and rejoice in this magnificent event, we con- 
sider ita high privilege to co-operate with the Evangelic Alliance, and with all our 
fellow Christians who love the Lord in sincerity, in promoting the cause of union and 
good feeling, thus carrying out into practical life the grand principle running through 
all the inspired writings, which is Love— ove to God and man, realizing that ex- 
alted and happy state contemplated in those writings, and bringing down upon earth 
so far as this is practicable, the spirit and joys of the eternal world. 

4. We believe that the formation of this Alliance in connection with the spirit of 
love and kindly feeling which was so manifestly impressed upon al] its discussions 
and resolves, and in view of the sublime object which it aims to accomplish, and that 
too by such wise and efficient, and withal truly scriptural measures, is pre-eminently 
calculated to shut up the mouths of gainsaying and boasting Romanists and Infidels, 
and to give unwonted success to the future efforts of the churches to extend vital re- 
ligion and multiply the triumphs of the cross both at home and abroad, and that all 
evangelic churches as well as all true believers are therefore under obligations, as well 
in their corporate as in their individual capacity to countenance this great movement 
and lend their aid in furthering its appropriate operations. 

In accordance with these sentiments your committee propose : 

1. That this Synod, in conformity to the design of the Alliance, does not in any 
sense regard it as an alliance of denominations or branches of the church, but of in- 
dividual Christians, each acting on his own responsibility. 

2. That in the prosecution of this great attempt, it is distinctly understood by the 
Synod, that no compromise of the views of any member of the Alliance on the points 
wherein he may differ from others, is either required or expected: but that all are 
held as free as before, to maintain and advocate their religious convictions with due 
forbearance and brotherly love. 

3. That it is not understood by the Synod, that the Alliance assumes or aims at 
the character of a new ecclesiastical organization, claiming and exercising the func- 
tions of a Christian church. Its simple and comprehensive object, it is strongly felt, 
may be successfully promoted without interfering with, or disturbing the order of, 
any branch of the church of Christ to which its members may respectively belong. 

4. That entertaining these sentiments, this Synod will always stand prepared to co- 
operate with all other evangelic bodies in carrying out all the avowed purposes of the 
Alliance. 

5. That this Syned recommends to all the churches, and the members in com- 
munion with them, promptly to join other churches and Christians in forming sub- 
ordinate societies or alliances, auxiliary to any parent or national alliance which may 
hereafter be organized in our country, for the purpose of promoting union and love 
among all branches of the Christian church. 

6. That this Synod suggests to all our ministers the propriety of giving more at- 
tention, both in the pulpit and elsewhere, to the subject of Christian union, and 
that it be yet further earnestly and affectionately recommended to them, as well as 
to all the members of our churches, in their own conduct, and particularly in the use 
of the press, carefully to abstain from, and to put away all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamor, and evil-speaking, with all malice: and in all things in 
which they may yet differ from each other, and from those of other Christian de- 
nominations, to be kind, tender-hearted, forbearing one another in love, forgiving 
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one another, even as God, for Christ’s sake, hath forgiven them: in everything seek- 
ing to be followers of God as dear children, and to walk in love as Christ also loved 
7. That while the formation of the Evangelic Alliance, is regarded by this Synod 
as an important step towards the increase of Christian union, it is acknowledged as 
a duty incumbent on all its members carefully to abstain from pronouncing any un- 
charitable judgment upon those who do not feel themselves in a condition to give it 
their sanction.

Resolved, That the examination of the candidates for licensure, 
be conducted in private. 


Prof. Baugher, chairman of the second committee, sub-nitted the 
following report : 


Committee No. 2, respectfully beg leave to report, that the document referred to 
them, is a letter from the Rev. Mr. Heyer, late Missionary to India. 

Brother Heyer states that this Synod promised to pay him $400 00 for his services 
among the Germans on Fells-point. He claims therefore from this Synod the un- 
paid balance of the same with interest. 

Your committee have examined all the documents which they can find on the sub- 
ject; and from them ascertain that in 1840, this Synod resolved to colleet $400 00 
for the support of a missionary among the Germans on Fells-point. The committee 
appointed to manage the mission, viz: Rev. Dr. Kurtz, Sr., Dr. B. Kurtz, Dr. Mor- 
ris, and Mr. Saverwein, were instructed to appoint a missionary. What specific 
contract this committee made with brother Heyer, we have no means of ascertaining. 
The Synod in 1841 resolved to pay brother Heyer $100 00, in addition to $300 00 
paid him by the Foreign Missionary committee. From the Treasurer’s book it ap- 
pears that he paid $106 00 at two different times for the use of brother Heyer. Also 
$44 18}? at another time in 1841. 

It appears then that this brother received $300 00 from the foreign missionary 
committee, $150 18? from the Synod, and $80 00 from the congregation. With 
these facts before them, the Synod is in a position to take final action in the matter. 

Your committee recommend the following resolution : 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this Synod the Rev. C. F. Heyer, through the 


congregation, the Executive Committee ofthe Foreign Missionary Society, and the 
Synod of Maryland, has been fully remunerated for his missionary services on Fells- 
point, but that we refer the subject again to the original committee, and in case any 
additional facts be ascertained by them which would seem to prove the incorrectness 
of the above decision, they report the same to this Synod at its next meeting.

Rev. Messrs. Willard, Bittle, and Hunt, appeared and took their 
seats as members of this body. 

Mr. Daniel Fry, delegate from brother Willard’s charge, and Mr. 
Daniel Rautzahn, from brother Bittle’s charge, on presentation of their 
credentials were received as members of this Synod. 

Mr. John Myers, from the church at Washington, D. C., was re- 
ceived as a commissioner from his congregation to this body.

REPORT ON THE GETTYSBURG SEMINARY. 


The undersigned, Directors of the Theolugical Seminary at Gettysburg from this 
Synod, would respectfully report, that they have attended the examination of the 
students, and the meetings of the Directors of this Institution during the past Synod- 
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ical year as usual, and are gratified in being able to state that our ‘‘ School of the 
Prophets’’ during the past year has been and is now in all respects in a very prosper- 
ous condition. 

The Alumni effort, we are happy to say, has been thus far successful, so as to en- 
able the Board to meet its engagements with the Professors without difficulty from 
the interest on investments and collections made for immediate support, while a con- 
siderable sum collected for the permanent fund has been safely invested on real es- 
tate security. A considerable amount of interest on stock which for some years had 
been unproductive, has also been realized without material loss; and upon the whole 
the pecuniary affairs of the Seminary are ina safe and encouraging condition. All 
that is now necessary fully and permanently to endow two Professorships in the In- 
stitution, is the further prosecution of the Alumni effort, so happily commenced, and 
the collection of the monies thus subscribed. Some delay in collections will neces- 
sarily take place, and some monies from various causes be lost, on subscriptions made 
payable in five years; but we are fully persuaded that the great bulk of what has 
been subscribed will be collected. The Alumni Association have resolved to contin- 
ue their efforts with unabated zeal, fron: which we expect the best results. 

It is known that the senior Professor, Rev. Dr. S. S. Schmucker, has been absent on 
a visit to Europe during six months of the year; but we are happy to state that the 
usual exercises of the Seminary were continued uninterruptedly, and that the same 
amount of instruction was given to the students during his absence, as if he had been 
present, by the assumption of additional labors by Dr. Krauth and Prof. Hay. We 
have now the pleasure of reporting the safe return of Dr. Schmucker, and that with 
invigorated health and his accustomed energy he will again devote himself to the du- 
ties of his department. We have reason to believe that his visit to our “ father land’ 
will, in various ways, be of material advantage to the Institution. 

We would further state that during the past year the church has received twelve 
additional ministers from the Seminary, most of whom are already employed as pas- 
tors. Their names are as follows: Peter Anstatt, Thomas W. Corbet, Michael 
Deihl, George A. Nixdorff, Janes M. Harkey, A. Bosserman, W. C. Hauer, C. J. 
Deininger, A. C. Ehrenfelt, D. Steck, W. Uhl, and —— Young. 

We are also gratified in being able to state that the prospects are good for a large 
class this fall, and that we still have encouraging evidence of the Divine blessing up- 
on the Institution, and of its increasing usefulness.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY ON THE MINUTES 
OF SISTER SYNODS. 


1. Synod of Pennsylvania.—This large and venerable Ministerium held its 99th 
annual meeting at Orwigsburg, 11th July, 1846. Our minutes were received and 
obtained a favorable notice. Two individuals were licensed and five ordained. This 
Synod impressed with the importance of Theological training in the ministry, has 
resolved to establish an institution for that purpose at Philadelphia, and invited the 
Rev. Dr. Demme to assume the duties of Professor, or instructor. The Rev. C. F. 
Heyer, who has been their Missionary to India, has returned to this country. It is 
hoped that this body which has been so amply able to support a Missionary abroad 
will soon find another to take the place of brother Heyer. Some attention is like- 
wise given to Home Missions, and several Missionaries receive aid. ‘Their next Sy- 
nodical meeting will be held at Philadelphia, and will be the one hundreth annual 
meeting of the Synod of Pennsylvania. 

2. West Pennsylvania.—This Synod met in its 21st annual convention at Carlisle, 
Cumberland county, Sept. 25th, 1845. Our minutes were received and reported on. 
Resolutions were passed approving of the Great Temperance Reformation, and re- 
commending it to the support and co-operation of ministers, church-councils and 
members. The Education cause has received more than usual attention, for they 
have resolved to support during the year twelve beneficiaries. Six young men were 
licensed to preach the gospel. One was received from the Methodist Protestant 
church, and one ordained. 

$. East Pennsylvania Synod. —The fourth annual meeting of this body was held at 
Lebanon, Oct. 3d, 1845. As we have merely an abstract of the proceedings of this 
Synod in the Observer, we can consequently say little concerning its doings. One 
person was licensed and three ordained. The narne of one minister was stricken from 
their roll. The education cause is highly esteemed by this body. It has resolved to 
sustain eight beneficiaries during the year. There is also considerable attention paid 
to the cause of Home Missions. 

4. New York Ministerium.—This Ministerium held its 50th Synod in the city of 
Albany, Sept. 6th, 1845. Pursuant to a resolution previously passed, this body cele- 
brated its Semi-Centennial anniversary with appropriate solemnities. Our minutes 
were received and obtained a favorable notice. The report on Hartwick Seminary 
which is partly under the supervision of this Ministerium, presents this institution as 
in a prosperous condition. There were in the institution 45 classical and 6 theologi- 
cal students. It is proposed to raise 5,000 dollars towards the permanent endowment 
of another professorship. Two resolutions were adopted on the subject of old and 
hew measures, which your Secretary would recommend for the consideration and 
adoption of this body. Two individuals were licensed as ministers of the gospel and 
one ordained. They mourn the death of the Rev. J. G. F. Uhl, who entered his 
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rest at the advanced age of $5 years. Several new churches have been completed © 
during the year and dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. Zeal and activity 
characterize this highly respectable body of the servants of Jesus Christ our common 
master. 

5. Synod of North Carolina.—The 39th convention of this body was held near 

Salisbury, N. C., May Ist, 1846. The brethren composing this Synod, though few 
in number, are nevertheless not wanting in zeal for the cause of our Divine Master. 
The President in his report, says that one of his congregations is engaged in erecting 
one of the most capacious and convenient country churches in Western North Caro- 
lina. One pastor in a letter to the President says, that the past year has been one of 
more than usual prosperity in his churches. Our minutes were received and obtained 
the customary notice. In the bounds of this Synod there are some vacant churches. 
» One licensed candidate was ordained during the year. 
6. Synod of Western Virginia and adjacent parts.—This body met in Giles county, 
_ May 16th, 1846. There is no notice taken of our minutes, and hence we conclude 
that they were not received. Two licensed candidates were ordained fully to the 
work of the ministry. 

1. Synod of South Carolina and adjacent States —This body convened at Savannah, 
Georgia, Nov. Sth, 1845. As this Synod has grown in number, and its members are 
scattered over a large territory, it is in contemplation to form a new Synod composed 
of those brethren living west of the Savannah River. Due notice is taken of our 
minutes. From the President’s address we learn that there is a wide field for useful- 
ness in the Southern and Western States ; and the committee appointed to report on 
his address recommend that the Synod does its utmost towards the occupancy of the 
ground. Lexington Seminary, under the care of this body, is still in active opera- 
tion, and annually sends forth her sons to supply the church at the South. One in- 
dividual was licensed to preach the gospel. Missionary, Education, Tract and all 
the other benevolent institutions of the day receive the cordial support of this Synod. 

8. Virginia Synod.—This Synod held its annual convention at Strasburg, May ith, 
1846. Brethern Wachter, Winter and Bittle, of our body were present and received 
as advisory nembers. The report on the state of religion indicates a slow but steady 
advance in godliness in the churches under the care of this Synod. They regret that 
it is their duty to record the destruction of a church edifice by fire during the year. 
The destitution in the bounds of this Synod is considerable. A committee was ap- 
pointed to adopt some plan by which the vacancies may be supplied with as little de- 
lay as possible. The minutes of our Synod were received and reported on, but there 
is no notice taken of the appearance of our delegate. The Rev. J. A. Seiss, of 
Shepherdstown, was appointed a delegate to this body. Two persons were ordained, 


and one received from the United Brethren church. 


9. Synod of Miami.—The 3d annual meeting of this Synod was held at Tarlton, 
May 9th, 1846. This body not having published its minutes at length, it will be be- 
yond our power to do more than merely give it a passing notice. Three brethren 
were dismissed to other Synods, and two received. Two individuals were licensed 
to preach the gospel, and three ordained fully to the work of the ministry. There is 
much vacant ground in the bounds of this Synod. But a commendable zeal is manl- 
fested by the brethren composing this body, to supply as speedily as possible the wast 
places of Zion with the ministry of reconciliation. A deep interest is manifested by 
this body in the prosperity and success of Wittenberg College. From a report, in 
reference to this Institution, presented to the Synod, we learn that three young me? 
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- are unable to report upon them. However, in filling up the statistical table we have 
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are engaged in pursuing their studies in the Theological department, and that twelve 
others are at the Institution who have the ministry in view. A building, 40 by 48, 4 
stories high, intended as a wing of the main building, is now in the process of erec- 
tion. Wittenberg College seems destined to be an instrument of much good to our 
church at the West. 

10. Alleghany Synod.—This body convened at Martinsburg, Bedford county, Oct. 
$d, 1845. Our delegate, the Rev. C. Lepley, was cordially received. As this Synod 
has published only an abstract of its proceedings in the Observer, we can consequent- 
ly present but a very brief report. The geographical boundary between this body 
and the Synod of Pittsburg, has been fixed to the satisfaction of both parties. The 
field under the care of the Synod of Alleghany is physically rough and mountainous, 
requiring much labor, exposure and self-denial, in the ministry who may occupy it. 
Up to the present time men of this character have been found, and may God never 
want men to break the bread of life to the hardy sons and daughters of Adam, in- 
habiting the vallies and mountains of Alleghany. Arrangements have been made 
to secure the services of several missionaries to labor in the bounds of this Synod. 
One individual was licensed and one ordained. 

For the statistics of these Synods see the accompanying statistical table. 

Not having received the minutes of the other Synods of our church, we of course 


taken the statistics of their Synods as given last year.
